Examinations  of  stools  of  patients  and  contacts  did  not  result  in  ca.ses  being 
confirmed  as  Shigella  or  Sonnei  Dysentery, 

FOOD  POISONING. 

No  cases  were  notified.  One  case  was  ascertained  as  the  result  of  investigations 
of  a case  originally  notified  as  Dysentery  in  August,  The  infecting  organism  was 
Salmonella  panama.  The  patient  was  a female  of  80  years  of  age.  Symptoms  were 
Vomiting  and  diarrhoea  followed  by  abdominal  pain. 

Investigation  failed  to  indicate  that  any  particular  food  could  be  suspected  and 
the  source  of  the  infection  was  not  ascertained.  No  further  cases  were  notified 
or  otherwise  ascertained  which  could  have  led  to  further  investigation. 

Observation  of  the  one  case  was  continued  and  examination  of  stools  obtained, 
since  the  first  Laboratory  report,  were  negative.

Experience  in  Y/ales  and  elsewhere  continues  to  show  the  value  of  aaintaining  a 
high  level  of  innunisation  in  the  population  against  certain  diseases.  In 
particular  against  Diphtheria,  Y/hooping  Cough,  Polionyelitis , Measles  and  TetEUius, 


It  oust  be  enphasised  that  whore  these  diseases  have  been  absent  for  nany  years, 
the  prevention  of  a possible  serious  epidenic  depends  upon  the  percentage  of 
P'^ceptible  persons  in  the  population  who  have  been  innunised  or  vaccinated  against 
tu^iese  diseases. 

Vaccination  against  Snallpox  need  no  longer  be  recconended  as  a routine  procedure 
in  early  childhood.  Vaccination  continues  to  be  reccononded  for  travellers  to  and 
fron  countries  where  smallpox  is  endemic  or  where  eradication  programmes  are  in 
progress  and  for  health  service  staff  who  may  cone  into  contact  with  patients. 

BRUCELLA  ABCRTUG . 

A Notice  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ililk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959, 
(Regulation  20)  served  in  May  1968  remained  in  force  although  milk  production, 
and  all  other  faming  activities,  at  the  farm  were  discontinued. 

I^JASS  R/J3I0GRAI-EY 

Mobile  Units  of  the  V/elsh  Hospital  Board  discontinued  to  operate  with  effect  from 
31st  March,  1970.  In  their  place  the  mass  radiography  service  was  integrated  into 
the  ordinary  hospital  radiology  services.  Facilities  for  chest  X Rays  are 
available  to  the  public  at  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Caraarthen,  Llanelli 
General  Hospital  and  Singleton  Hospital,  Sv/ansea,  These  hospitals  also  provide 
General  Practitioners  v/ith  open  access  to  their  radiology  departmeribB  for  choat 
X Ray  examinations  at  all  tines.  In  addition  General  Practitioners  can  refer 
their  patients  to  any  chest  clinic  for  consultant  opinion. 

NATIONAL  BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE 

A Blood  Transfusion  session  was  hold  in  the  Borough  at  the  British  Amorical  Optical 
Factory  on  the  2nd  /.pril,  1971,  at  which  employees  and  general  public  could  donate 
blood.  Sessions  for  the  general  public  were  held  at  the  neigiibouring  Town  of 
Llanelli,  Most  people  can  donate  blood  to  The  Blood  Bank,  and  the  amount  of  blood 
taken  is  quickly  restored  fron  the  body’s  reserve  which  is  replaced  in  a matter  of 
days.  With  the  continued  increasing  need  for  blood,  I appeal  that  in  the  future, 
more  people  will  donate  blood  for  this  most  worthy  and  needy  cause,

Sick  room  and  nursin?^  articles  and  equipment  for  patients  at  homo  can  be  obtained 
from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County 
Council.  A monthly  charge,  based  on  the  cost  of  the  item  is  normally  payable. 
Cases  of  hardship  receive  special  consideration. 

Patients  are  charged  according  to  the  family  circumstances  and  the  cost  of  the 
article.  Equipment  provided  under  the  County  Council  arrangements  include 
air-beds,  air-rings,  bed  cradles,  bed-pans,  back-rests,  crutches,  urinals, 
waterproof  sheets,  etc. 

Requests  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  equipment  should  be  submitted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE; 

The  Home  Kelp  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council.  The  Home 
Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in  maternity  cases  where  the  patient 
has  no  relative  available  to  undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in 
certain  cases  of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  in  receipt  of  Social  Security  benefit 
domestic  help  can  be  arranged  when  needed  through  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security.  The  Health  Department  collaborates  closely  with  the  Officials 
responsible  for  the  services  enumerated  above.  The  area  Organiser  is  available  for 
interviews  and  information  at  6,  John  Street,  Llanelli  on  Mondays  between  2.30  p.n, 
and  4,00  p.m. 
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CBRVICB; 

incil  provides  the  service  for  the  c re  and  after-care  of  people 
suffering  fron  mental  illness  or  sub-ncrnality  and  whole  tine  Gocial  V/orkers  are 
enployed  for  nental  welfare  v/ork.

The  Carnarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainnent , supervision 
and  general  welfare  of  nental  defectives.  Supervisory  hone  visits  are  nade  by 
Social  V/orkors  and  a Hone  Teacher  is  also  enployed  for  the  Hone  Teaching’  of  nental 
defectives . 

There  is  a Junior  Training  Centre  for  Eentally  Handicapped  Children  at  Heol  Goffa, 
Llanelli,  with  teaching  facilities  for  75  children,  and  residential  quarters  for 
12  children,  A.  new  adult  training  centre  is  also  sited  at  Heol  Gcffa,  Llanelli, 

Facilities  are  also  available  for  short-terr  care  of  cases  dxiring  holidays  or 
illness  of  the  guardians.

The  forr.er  supplies  for  the  Town  shovm  below  ©re  still  in  use  to  the  extent  indicated. 

The  supplies  are  obtained  fron  wells  in  different  parts  of  the  district  and  fron 
deep  seated  springs  tapped  and  delivered  by  cast  iron  nains.  They  consist  of 
hard-waters  which  have  a high  degree  of  natural  purity  and  arc  not  plunbo-solvent , 

All  the  supplies  are  chlorin''ted  and  chlorination  tests  are  nade  daily. 

C..PEL  GUL  SUPPLY: 

This  yeilds  a nininun  supply  during  extended  drought  period  of  about  12,000  gallons 
per  day  and  nov/  only  supplies  Ferry  Road  and  vVater  Street  areas,
